catapults were assembled in the assembly hall shown as item C on Annex lo The 
catapults consisted of various profiles and had a weight of 350 kg. There 
was a test and control station, where the compressed air cylinders were mounted 
and put under pressure, in the northern section of the assembly hall. A 
cylinder gauge indicated 120 atmospheres. The finished cylinder carriages 
and catapults were taken to the shipping point. Two or three trucks arrived 
every week to pick up the finished catapults*
